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VOTE TO SELL 

TO THE CITY 

STOCKHOLDERS DECIDE 

Transfer of Water Company’s Property 
is Authorized by a Large 
Majority. 

M itli the largest representation of 
stock at any meeting in years the stock¬ 
holders of the Sierra Madre Water com¬ 
pany last night authorized the sale of 
the company’s property to the City of 
Sierra Madre at a price of $96,000, plus 
whatever amount may lie expended for 
development between this time and the 
actual transfer of the property. The 
vote on tin 1 proposition stood 6,979.87 
shares for, and 564.28 shares against. 
The opposition was represented by six 
“noes’’ when the roll was called. 

Tabulation of stock and examination 
of proxies occupied a large part of the 
evening so that it was about nine o'¬ 
clock when President Andrews was able 
to start the wheels of business moving. 
Reading of minutes and treasurer’s and 
auditor’s reports were followed by the 
re-election of W. R. Blackman as an- 

Mr. Blumer was called upon by Presi¬ 
dent Andrews to present the subject 
of the proposed sale to the city. He 
reviewed briefly the arguments in favor 
of the transfer which were given at the 
informal meeting a month ago. and 
moved the adoption of the following 
resolutions, which were seconded by Mr. 
Hosmer: 

WHEREAS, the question of a sale of 
the Company’s property, excepting' its 
corporate and commercial books and pa¬ 
pers, its cash on hand and bills and 
accounts receivable, to the City of Sier¬ 
ra Madre has been for a long time under 
discussion by the stockholders, and 

WHEREAS, it has been estimated 
that the value of the Company's prop¬ 
erty and the purchase price to Is* asked 
therefor is approximately the sum of 
NINETY-SIX DOLLARS ($96,000.00). 
and 

WHEREAS, this stockholders’ meeting 
has been called, among other purposes, 
to consider, vote upon and decide the 
question of such sale, and the terms 
and conditions thereof and any other 
matters relating thereto which hay come 
before the meeting: 

NOW. THEREFORE, BE IT RE¬ 
SOLVED: 

FIRST: That the Board of Directors 
of this Company be, and it hereby is. 
authorized to sell and cause to be con¬ 
veyed and transferred to the City of 
Sierra Madre all the property of the 
corporation, excepting its corporate and 
commercial books and papers, its cash 
on hand and bills and accounts receiv¬ 
able. 

SECOND: The price for the property 
to be sold shall be NINE IV - 
SIX THOUSAND DOLLARS ($96,- 
000.00) and an additional sum 
to la- determined at the discretion 
of the Board of Directors to cover the 
expense incurred or that may be in¬ 
curred by tin* Company for extensions 
of or betterments to its water system 
made with the consent or approval of 
the City authorities between the date 
of this resolution and the date of actual 
sale and delivery of the plant. It is 
understood that the existing bonded and 
other indebtedness of the Company shall 
either be paid off out of said purchase 


price, or the matter so adjusted that 
the City shall be held harmless against 
the same, and the Board of Directors 
are authorized to enter into such stip¬ 
ulations and agreements with the City 
as shall effect that end. 

THIRD: That the Board of directors 

may enter into such an agreement of op¬ 
tion with said City for purchase of said 
property bv the City as the Board may 
deem best, and may in its discretion 
cause deeds of conveyance for the prop¬ 
erty of the Company to be executed and 
placed in escrow for delivery to said 
City upon payment of the purchase 
price. 

FOURTH: The Board of Directors is 
not authorized to execute any contract 
for such sale of the Company’s property 
which will vest in the City any equit¬ 
able title in or right of possession of 
said property prior to actual delivery to 
the City of the deed of conveyance. 

FIFTH: That if the Board of Direc¬ 
tors consummate the sale of the Com¬ 
pany's property to the City of Sierra 
Madre, such sale shall be subject to 
all obligations and duties of the Cor¬ 
poration in relation to the distribution 
and sale and delivery of water, whether 
to stockholders or non stockholders, and 
whether within or without the limits of 
the tracts of land to which, under its 
articles and by laws the distribution and 
use of the waters of the corporation are 
confined. The said sale shall also be 
subject to all obligations and conditions, 
exct pt money obligations existing at 
the time of sale, relative to the care, 
maintenance and use by the Company 
of its property, plant and system, upon, 
through or by means of which it col¬ 
lects. conserves, stores, conveys, and 
distributes its waters; and that in the 
deed of conveyance the City shall as¬ 
sume all such obligations as a part of 
the consideration of such deed. 

Discussion was taken part in by 
Messrs. .1. A. Osgood, C. J. Pegler, L. C. 
Torrance, A. A. Rice and L. E. Stein- 
berger. Special reference was made to 
the matter of protection to the irrigat¬ 
ors in the matter of rates. A resolu¬ 
tion was offered giving it as the sense 
of the meeting that the trustees be in¬ 
structed not to enter into any agree¬ 
ment of sale until a collateral agreement 
had been made between the city trus¬ 
tees and the irrigators covering their 
interests. At the suggestion of Mr. 
Blumer and for the purpose of keep¬ 
ing the records free from any incumber¬ 
ing matter which might vitiate the sale, 
each member of the new board of direc¬ 
tors made a verbal pledge that lie would 
not be a party to me sale until such 
agreement had been made. 

Mr. Blumer reported on a conference 
between himself and Captain Osgood 
representing the company, with the city 
trustees, at which the matter of immedi¬ 
ate development work was discussed and 
agreed upon. With this in view a reso¬ 
lution offered by Mr. Steinberger was 
adopted, authorizing the directors to ex¬ 
pend $10,000 if necessary along the 
lines suggested. 

Directors for the coming year were 
nominated by Mr. Hosmer as follows: 
W. S. Andrews, L. C. Torrance, J. G. 
Blumer. J. A. Osgood, A. N. Carter, M. 
H. Bridle, Carlton J. Pegler, and the 
secretary was ordered to cast the un¬ 
animous ballot of the stockholders for 
them. Immediately after the adjourn¬ 
ment of the meeting the directors met 
and organized by re-electing President 
W. S. Andrews. Secretary C. H. Perry 
and Superintendent Frank Biederman. 


SPRAYING GANGS CALLED OFF 

County Horticultural Commissioner 
Meserve called off the gangs of men at 
work spraying or pretending to spray 
fruit trees in Sierra Madre and other 
places last week. Things became so hot 
that the idea at last percolated through 
his head that the work was useless. He 
at last discovered what practically every 
fruit grower in Sierra Madre bad known 
all the time, namely, that the spraying 
was not killing the scale, and could not 
kill it at this season of the year. Pos¬ 
sibly the announced determination of 
local property owners to resist payment 
of bills for ineffective spraying had 
something to do wall the change of 
front. 

According to the reports in the Los 
Angeles papers Mr. Meserve lias had the 
work postponed until August. If he 
really wishes to tarn the gratitude of 
Sierra Madre people he will at that 
time send out fumigating crews in suffi¬ 
cient force to go over the whole of 
Sierra Madre. and put the bugs out of 
business with the cyanide treatment. 
Local fruit growers long ago gave up 
spraying as a means of killing citrus 
scale. In fact, three years ago Mr. 
Meserve sent bis deputies through this 
territory with t lie ultimatum that 
everything must be fumigated. The 
claim made at that time was that noth¬ 
ing but fumigation would clean up the 
orchards. With the exception of a few 
who favor the propagation of natural 
insect enemies to kill off the scale the 
local growers agree with the views ex¬ 
pressed at that time. Fumigation, prop¬ 
erly conducted, seems to afford the best 
protection now available to the citrus 
groves, in spite of the reversal of opin¬ 
ion and return to spraying on the part 
of Mr. Meserve and his deputies. 

With these things in view Sierra 
Madre people who are interested in the 
question are very generally demanding 
that provision lie made whereby an ef¬ 
fective and systematic campaign may be 
carried on during the proper period be¬ 
tween August 1 and December 1. The 
suggestion lias been made that the city 
authorities purchase a fumigating outfit 
and have a crew organized to do the 
work. This plan is supported by the 
argument that the fumigating outfits 
now existing belong to the fruit ex¬ 
changes and large growers who use 
them to do their own work first and 
hire them out when they have no work 
of their own to do. Thus the outfits 
are not always available during the 
proper period, especially in the case of 
property owners who have not enough 
trees to make it profitable to give them 
attention. The plan is worth considera¬ 
tion at any rate. If the city fathers 
do not see their way clear to take the 
matter up perhaps a local fund could 
be subscribed for the purpose, charges 
lieing so regulated as to pay for the 
outfit in the course of time.

Mr. Wollaber, the gentleman who 
hands out the forecasts from the top of 
the Central Building in Los Angeles, 
"got in bad” yesterday, that is to say, 
a little more so than usual. He prom¬ 
ised us occasional clearing showers fol¬ 
lowed by fair weather. Tt would seem 
that several of the showers which fell 
yesterday should really have cleared 
about all the water out of the sky, but 
the water kept on coming just the 
same. 

As shown by Mr. B1 inner’s figures, the 
rainfall for the current season has now 
gone considerably above the average an¬ 
nual total for the past twenty-two 
seasons. The rainfall for the 24 hours 
from 6 p. m. Wednesday to 6 p. m. 
Thursday reached the remarkable fig¬ 
ure of 4.77 inches. This, with the rain 
which has fallen since, brings the to¬ 
tal over 30 inches for the season. 

Nearly everybody would be glad to 
have a period of dry weather, now that 
the precipitation has reached a point 
where sufficient supply is assured for 
the dry season. Not only are the tour¬ 
ists becoming dubious as to the reality 
of such a thing as perpetual California 
sunshine, but the ranchers are having 
difficulty getting oranges and lemons 
picked, and still more difficulty getting 
the fruit hauled out of the orchards 
when picked. 

High water resulting from the rain 
has done considerable damage all over 
Southern California. Part of the Santa 
Fe bridge over the San Gabriel near 
Azusa was taken out yesterday after¬ 
noon, so that mails were delayed and 
the most of the copy of the News was 
held up between here ami Pasadena to 
which place it was mailed last evening 
for linotyping.

| on in the usual way there. But on the 
| way south, through Cordoba and Ori- 
1 zaba, the revolutionary talk is very 
: outspoken as it is all through the north. 

: In this city it is now an acknowledged 
I fact that a change in the government 
; is necessary and that there will be no 
quietness until that is accomplished. 
The palace here is now well fortified 
with sufficient rapid tire guns to hold 
off the mob. The people have seen the 
guns l>eing taken to the palace and 
only two days ago, in the day time, f 
saw a wagon train of ammunition under 
guard being taken there. A tight near 
Pueblo is expected at any time and 
today's paper claims that the governor, 
Martinez, lias resigned. There is con 
tinual fighting south of here, but the 
insurrectos are not as well armed as are 
the men in the north. 

Personally 1 look for an overturning 
of the government in a more or less 
peaceful manner. There are not now 
two opposing factions and it is only be¬ 
cause Diaz and his men are in pos¬ 
session and have the army with them 
that they are not thrown out with 
ease. 

It is very hard to buy arms or am¬ 
munition. All stores have not been 
able to n plenish their stock since last 
November, the new supplies being held 
in Vera Cruz or in the ports of entry. 
In five stores 1 visited in which to buy 
a ritle I only found one Winchester and 
that was a 30-30, not the caliber I 
wanted. But 1 took it. because 1 wa- 
afraid it would be gone if I looked 
further before buying. 

I do not look for any great danger 
to Americans or to their property and 
it will be only for personal reasons and 
in out-of-the-way places that they are 
likely to suffer. There does not seem 
to lie any feeling of insecurity among 
the Americans living here in the citv

The candidate receiving the highest 
numlier of votes in the primary 
is a democrat who would have found it 
mpossihle under the old political party 
system to have broken into the council 
of the city of Seattle with a jimmy.

* COVER CROPS 

_ Jhis is perhaps the time of the year 
"hen tlie planting of cover crops‘ha- 
least interest. It is, however, a good 
tune to observe the orchards in which 
it has been tried, says the California 
Cultivator. 1 hose which were not sup¬ 
plied with an abundance of irrigating 
water will probably make a poor show¬ 
ing IxH-ause of the long drouth which 
’ extended well towards the end of Jan 
uary. It cannot be denied that some 
growers are discouraged and have de¬ 
cided to supply soil fertility in some 
other way. hut the question of humus 
is everlastingly before us. All the fer¬ 
tilizer that can be applied avails little 
if the mechanical condition of the soil 
d<H*s not further bacterial activity. I’he 
ouH means, other than green manure- 
crops, of supplying humus to corn < t 
.this condition, is stable manure, and ii 
goes without saying that the supply in 
this state i> inadequate. 

Unfavorable as the season has been, 
there are some magnificent crops this 
year; one instance is the Limonei-.-a or¬ 
chards at Santa Paula. \ entura county. 
Regarding conditions there Mr. Char ha 
Collins Teague, superintendent, writes: 

"1 am a thorough believer in cover 
crops and believe that there is no way 
that we can supply humus so cheaply 
to the soil, and that we aho get much 
added value in plant food. 

“Our cover crop this year is looking 
the best that I have ever seen it, that 
is, in all of our lemon orchards where 
we had an opportunity to put the crop 
in early. In our walnut groves where 
we could not sow until late on account 
of the harvesting of the crop, our re¬ 
sults are poor and the crop will not be 
I good. 

"If one has an abundant water supply. 

I see no reason why he cannot grow a 
good cover crop, regardless of rainfall 
conditions. I am becoming more and * 
more convinced that it is extremely im- “ 
portant. however, to sow- the crop early 
so that it may get a good start before 
the cold winter nights begin. Wherever 
we have pursued this practice, we have 
invariably had good results. 

“We have used, quite generally, vetch 
in our old lemon groves this year and 
fenugreek in the younger groves where 
the ground is not shaded. We have been 
forced to the conclusion that the vetch 
is best in old shaded groves and that ; 
one will get a lx*tter crop under thosi 
conditions.”
